The Chinese Described as Collectively 
a Terrific Tribal Turbu- 
lence. 


A correspondent of the New York 
Tribune. writing from China, says 
that country haa been called the Yel- 
low Kingdom, the Middle Kingdom, 
the Celestial Empire, the Pigtail Na- 
tion, the Sleepy Giant and othefs.

EVIDENCE MAY 
BE STARTLING. 


Federal Agents Digging Up 
Land Frauds. 


Dist.-A tty. Lawler’s Journey 
North Significant, 


Prominent Men ‘Are Liable to 
| Be Implicated. 


“The sudden departure of United 
Mtates Dist.-Atty. Oscar Lawler, on 
important business in Portland and 
Seattle, is considered significant when 
taken in connection with the recent 
@aciosure of extensive land frauds in 
the Imperial Valley. When Lawler 
left the city, Friday night, he said he 
Was called north by important busi- 
ness, but he would not give any inti- 
mation as to the nature of his urgent 
summons. 

As the investigation is continued into 
the Imperial Valley land frauds, it is 
believed the names of prominent capi- 
tajists will be connected with thec- 
Gerert land entries. No cases of that 
Mature have ever been tried in this 


and Seattle are now familiar with the 
best methods of procedure. Ore- 
gam land frauds involved men of na- 
tienal importance, but convictions were 
ohained. 

While Mr. Lawler is in Portland, it 
ig believed he will secure data and 
pofmts as to procedure in cases of this 
mature. Before his departure, the 
United States District Attorney said 
his office would vigorously prosecute 
all such cases, as soon as the necessary 
evidence is obtained. He stated that 
the whole subject had been placed be- 
fore the United States Attorney-Gen - 
eral, and instructions may be received 
any day from Washington. 

From facts already ascertained, it is 
known that the land frauds will com- 
promise big corporations and individ- 
uals as well.

The fatherhood of God 
has indeed always been one of the fun- 
Gamental doctrines of the Christian 
church, and of all branches of the 
church, but without the thought of 
universality. The old theology, which 
still has great influence among some of 
the great Protestant denom/!nations. 
ana with the whole of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and the whole of the 
Greed Church, not only does not lay 
emphasia upon the universal father- 
hoed of God. but really has no place 
for it and does not believe in it at all. 
We deny the whole partial concep- 
tion of God and His relation to man, 
claiming that the implications of the 
Bitie and the intimations of the human 
reason are all on the side of the uni- 
versality of God's fatherhood. When 
therefore, we are asked, “What do Uni- 
Vergalists believe” we answer confi- 
Gentiy. “They believe in the universal 
fatherhood of God.” &o fundamental 
is thie that Is related to every other 
doctrine of theology and to every prob- 
lem of life. 

“Tf I believe in the universal father- 
hoo of God it, follows inevitably that 
I memset deny the total depravity of hu- 
man nature. The hope of the world 
Ties In the fact that there is still in the 
human soul the image of God. So 
lon@ as there is some faint sign of di- 
vinity in man, we may go on praying 
and hoping and working; we need not 
give up effort. Biot out the image of 
God and there is no longer even a basis 
for an appeal for nobler living, but if) 
God is really the father of all souls, 
and all souls are His forever, each one 
bearing the divine image, then we need 
not be disheartened, we need not grow. 
discouraged. Men are depraved today | 
but they are also sons of God today. | 
There in this great doctrine of the uni- 


for all reformers, all ministers of Christ 
and all workers for righteousness. 
“This great fatherhood alse contains 
hope for ali the sorrowing. This is a 
rough old world full of sorrow of every 
kind. But he who believes in the uni- 
versal fatherhood of God may 
confidently and with hope to him who 
Were otherwise hopeless. Without the 
universal fatherhood of God, all is dark 
and dreadful, and the outlook would 
seem to be prophetic of universal dam- 
nation, but with it the world is full of 
light, full of hope, and every man may 
go forth bearing upon hie lips the 
words of old, “Though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil, for Thou art with me.” 
“Next, we helleve in the universal 
brotherhood of man. If God's father- 
hood is universal, man’s brotherhood 
must aleo be universal. Whether you 
are ready for it or not, whether you 
Ike it or not all men are your brothers. 
You may try to act in the capacity of 
slave driver to the black man, but he 
is your brother. You may try to lord 
it over the Chinaman, but he is your 
brother; you may assume Anglo-Saxon 
airs of superiority toward the brown 
men of Japan if you will, but they are 
your brothers, and if you don't find 
it out from a etudy of the gospels, ten 
to one they will teach it to you by 
some more modern method. In the so- 
cial regeneration of the world there is 
nothing more fundamental than this 
great doctrine of the universal human 
brotherhood. Back to this great doc- 
trine we must come with confidence if 
we would ertablish lasting peace be- 
tween classes, between nations, be- 
tween labor and capital, between rich 
and poor. As Henry N. Dodge, who 
was himself a Universalist, well says: 
“"Try communistic cures for every 


fit, 
And when all fails at last for lack of 


love, 
Try love—the mightiest of them all— 
and win.” 

“Third, we believe in a universal 
message from God to man In the life 
and words of Jesus. We do not believe 
in a partial Savior. We believe in a 
universal Savior. Judaism was nar- 
row, Christianity is broad.

It means 
that this world belongs to God and 
can never drift entirely away from 
Him. It means that there is a moral 
order and that God's moral government 
is to win. It means that ultimately all 
depravity shall vanish and that right- 
eousness shall prevail. In short ft 
means that the Aimighty is sovereign 
over His universe.”

CHINA SUPPLIES OAK.
